great violence—Accounrs from Smyrna and Algiers 
are not lefs unfavourable, particularly in the diftrié& 
of Mafcara, where from twenty to thirty daily fall a 
facrifice to that dreadful malady. . 

The lofs fuppofed to have refulted from the fire in 
the new fort at Fort William, Bengal, is not near fo 
great as has been ftated. The damage does not ex- 
ceed a3 fartheft three lacks, including the ftores and 
building.

Extra& of a letter from Dunkirk, Aug. a,

dant, alitted by the Magiltracy ; and as peace, we 
learn, is now reftoring in the capital and other pla- 
ées, there are great hopes we fhall efcape the too ge- 
neral calamity.

“ A very ferious infurreéttion in this city gives 
great dilturbance to the Government. The occafion 
is as follows: the Mayor, having received oeders 
from Government to arreft a patriot refugee, who was 
formierly a Major of the patriotic militia, he found 
means, under fome ptetext, to draw him to his houfe, 
and had him feized by the militia. Some perfons 
attached to the prifoner, heating the news, came to 
the Mayor, and demanding the reafon of his arreft- 
ing a citizen without a previous Judgement, which 
the Mayor ought to know was contrary to their char-- 
ter. The Mayor aniwered, that it was abalijhed. This 
anfwer of the Mayor being reported to the people, a 
tumult immediately arofe, and it was refolved to ref- 
cue the prifuner from the detachment to whofe guard 
he was commnitted ; they fucceeded in their attempt, 
after killing two of the foldiers ; they then fell upon 
the houfes af thofe who were called Royalilts, 34 of 
which were pillaged and razed to the ground in lefs 
than an hour. ‘The prifoner is retired to Maeltricht, 
followed by many of the partizans.”

Royal Highnefs the Prince oy Waxes, when he entered 
into the 28th year of his age, in the morning, the flag was 
difplayed from the Caftle ; at noon the mufic bells were fet 
a ringing; and the fame was likewife obferved as a holiday 
at the Banks and other public offiees. In the afternoon, the 
Servants of the Prifice, in this place, dined together in For- 
tune’s tavern, where an elegant and fumptuous entertam- 
ment was prepared for them, and the evening was {pent 
with the utmoft feftivity—-Many loyal and conftitutional 
toaits were drank. i 

The Hon. Henry Exsxine, Dean of Faculty, 

in the Chair, 

No birth-day of his Royal Highnefs has been obferved 
with fo much celebrity in this city as the prefent. All ranks 
aud degrees of people feemed to join in effufions of loyalty 
on the happy occafion. The great bells, whith are feldom 
rung, but on the anniverfary of his Majefty’s pirth-day, ye- 
fterday rung from fix to eight o’clock in the evening ; and 
the peals in St Andrew’s Church, New Town, would have 
likewife announced the joyful event, had not the Lord Pro- 
volt received a letter from a phyfician of eminence, inti- 
mating the very great diftrefs fome patients of his in the 
near neighbourhood laboured under, and who might be ma- 
terially injured by the noffe thereby occafioned. Several in- 
dividuals teftified their loyalty by a difplay of fire-works; 
but the moft confpicuous, and which particularly attraéted 
the attention of the public, were thefe exhibited by Mr 
William Frafer, tin-plate worker to his Royal Highnefs, 
Kirkbraehead, the refidence of Mr Frafer, where thefe fire- 
works were fet off, is a fituation, perhaps, the beft calculated 
in the city or neighbourhood, to thew with proper effect 
their brilliancy, as it is exadtly on a line with Prince’s Street, 
one of the moft extenfive and fineft flreets in Europe— 
No previous intimation having been given of this exhibition, 
few f{pectators, at the commencement, attended.

Generous youth, like generous wine, is fubje to 
fermentation, which perhaps operates alike in both, 
and equally contributes to excellence in maturity.— 
There isa genial warmth in the youthful bofom, that, } 
if prudence cannat altogether reftrain, it will not al- 
ways cenfure.—Reelaimed from the feductive charms 
of women, and the bewitching fimiles of Burgundy, 


and. 

Henry the Fifth is the model moft analogous in ‘hi- 
ftory tothe Heir Apparent of Britain —The Royal 
Henry emerged from a fimilar cload that fhaded and 
obfcured him before he afcended the throne of Eng- 
land ; and the firft fon of George the Third is every 
way worthy a comparifon with the Conqueror of A- 
gincourt. A generous people, like the people of 
England, readily pardon errors that proceéd from the 
mere intemperate levity of youth.—The Prince of 
Wales poffeffes the affection and the confidence of the 
kingdom. His Royal Aighnefs’s elevated ftation has 
not removed the pains and affidujty neceffary to ac- 
quire the requifite accomplifhments of his rank. “ He 
poffeffes allthe graces of perfonal elegance, impro- 
ved by education, cultivated by letters, and enlarged 
by an acquaintance with men, rarely attained by per- 
fons fe far removed from the walks of private life ; is 
greatly endowed with powers of pleafing, and capa- 
cities of a convivial and focial kind, nothing inferior 
to thofe fo much admired in Charles the Second.” — 
He is affable, polite, generous, manly, and every way 
engaging ; plays admirably on the piano forte, dances 
gracefully, fences well, is a fine horfeman, and pof- 
iefles manners full of digeity and grace} Yet thefe 
are only fecondary quakifications. His Royal High- 
nefs is known to be an excellent claflical {cholar, and 
what is well underltood by the expreflion of “ a qwell 
“ read man.’ He is reported to read Homer, Ho- 
race, and Virgil, with the ftricteft propriety, and to 
excel eminently in the grace and Sones of elocu- 
tion. He certainly focake and writes moft of the mo- 
dern languages with fluency and eafe. 

The bounty of his heart is the proud theme of eve- 
ry tongue, and has been the great outlet of that in- 
come, fo much the iubject of deteftable obloquy and 
illiberal inveftigation—an income exceedingly limi- 
ted“and comparatively tmall.—It is much lefs than 
that of many private Gentlenten in England ; and let 
it not be forgotten that Carleton Houle is a gational 
ornament, and the only habrable palace Great Bri- 
tain can boait. 

His Royal Highnefs has turned the tide of fafhion 
in favour of England, and is the pattern of every 
Court of Europe. The fuppofition that money ts the 
only good, is a policy as fhallow as it is bafe. “ The 
fapport and expence of a Court (fays Johnfon) is a 
particular kind of trathe, by which money is _circula- 
ted without any national impoverifhment.”’—It is the 
comolation of the people of England, that his Royal 
Highnels was born and bred among them; that he 
knows no other, and that his whole Reart is Englith. 
What fhilings he fas are known, but not half Mis vir- 
tues.—It is known, however, that he is humane, ge- 
nerous, fincere, {teady in his friendthips ; mild, open, 
affable, and forbearing. Although formed by nature 
and education to captivate the female heart, and feel- 
ingly alive to the impreilions of beauty, he has never 
been known to invade the recefs of domeitic happi- 
nefs, or injure the peace of an individual.—* ‘The 
morality of a Prince (fays' Junius) is not to be meafu- 
red by vulgar rules. There are’ faults that do him ho- 
nour®¢here are virtues that difgrace him.” 

His Royal Highnefles’s warm attachment to Women, 
has been imputed to him as a crime of malignity, and 

as been impreflgd on the public mind with inceflant 
and (tudied rancour ; but if this is a crime, Nature’s 


felf fhares the blame, as having uniformly impregnat-: 


ed the moft accémplifhed of her offspring with the 
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laxgelt faart of the generous impuife. The felfith, 
the auftere, and what are emphatically Aenomihated 
the prudent youth, are proof againit the accefles of 
every paflion that militates againft thofe tame, bro- 
velling purtuits, to which they’ are alone addicted! 
“ "They miftake (fays the Biographer of a freat Po- 
litical Character) apathy for continence, frigidity for 
chaltity, the te idious punctilios of pride for the re- 
folutions of principlé ; and, belightedt by Nature or 
benambed by Ast, in the room of the finelk, they 
fubfticute the moft fordid attachments.” 

Two ftriking and important facts will {tand in per- 
etual teftimony, as an invincible eftablifhment of his 
Royal Hi *s tame and character ; nantely; his 
noble re ént from the {plendogur of a Court, in 
order todo jufki¢e to his creditors ; and his modera- 
tion, teraperaace, and wifdom, upon a very late try- 


to tix the ftamp of Honour indelible upon his’ charac- 
ter. ; 

Among men of faftiion, his Royal ‘Highnefs is the 
chief-—To men of ketters, arti(lts, and manufacturers, 
a patron; and to the rights of mankind a friend. 

We thall conclude this imperfect fketch of a truly 
great and amiable charagter, with the following appli- 
cable lines from Diyden:— 

Whate’er he does, is done with fo much eafe, 
In bim alone ‘tis nataral to pleafe ; 

His motions all accompanied with grace, 
And Paradife ig open’d in his face. 

We echo but the voice of Fame,
